The Lozds wich all duetie and 
reſpect, ſuamitted to Hur teſolution, 
paſſed the Act, and ſent it with ſpe⸗ 
call recommendation to the houle 
of Commons; but er read 
it, noꝛ pꝛoteeded with vuſiuelles but 
foꝛgetting that the time was Ours 
and not theirs, continued cheir dil⸗ 
tontentment, as paetended, fo: 
being lo ſoone dum a 
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it were ſtrange to obſerue ſuch a⸗ 
uerſneſſe fo2 Dur reſoluing bpon 
fach waighty reaſons, that wherin 
Wee needed not to bee meaſured by 
any other rule, but Pur owne 
Paincely will) yet were contented 
to deſcend from Our owne Right, 
to alter Our reſolution, and to con- 
tinue the Seſſion fo2 a foztnight 
moze, wherein they might perfite 
ſuch publique Billes, as were eſtee⸗ 
med of moſt impoꝛtance: foꝛ which 
purpoſe, We Our ſelfkecame in per⸗ 
ſon vnto the Higher houſe of Parlia⸗ 
ment, and made offer thereof vnto 
them,which beingin effect as much 
as the Commons had fozmerlydeſli- 
red, was noſooner offered, but yeel- 
ding thankes to Us, the ſatdCom- 
mons reſolued the ſame day direct⸗ 
ly, contrary to their fozmer deſire, 
to refuſe it, and to accept Our firſt 
Reſolution of an adiourngment: but 
attending Tis at . - * | 
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ted no grieuantes: This inconſtan- 
cie , as Wee palled by with a gentle 


admonition;ſo fo: the matter of grie- 


uances, alwell of England, as Jre- 
land, We p2omiled to take them into 
Our owne care, though not p:elen- 
ted to Us, and really perfo2nied the 
ſame ſo farre foꝛth. as time, and the 
aduice of Our Countell of each 
Kingdome could enable Us, as is 
witneſſed by Our ſcuerall Pzocla- 
mations, publiched in both Realms, 
as likewile in granting at the lame 
time thoſe thꝛee ſuites which were 
pꝛoponed vnto Us by the Arch. Bi⸗ 
ſhop of Canterbury, at the requeſt, 
and in the name ok both the Houſes: 
But in concluſion the houſe of Com⸗ 
mons making it their choiſe, wee 
made a Reteſſe by adiournement of 
the Parliament, the fourth day of 
June; Though indeed we muſt doe 
them this rigbt, that at the laid 
Beteſſe, taking into their ſerious 

con- 
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tonſideration the pzeſent eſtate of 
Our childzen abzoad., and the gene- 
rall afflicted eſtate of the true Pꝛo⸗ 
feſſoꝛs ofReligion in foꝛraine parts, 
they did with one vnanimous con- 
ſent, in the name of themſelues, and 
the whole body of the Kingdome, 
make a moſt dutifull and ſolemne 
pꝛoteſtation, that if Dur pious En- 
deauours, by treatie to pꝛocure their 
peace and ſafetie, ſhould not take 
that good effect which was deſired, 
(in the treatie whereof, they hum 
bly beſought Us, not to ſuffer any 
long delay) then, vpon ſignification 
of Dur pleanre wpariament ayer 
would be ready, to the vttermoſt of 
their powers, both with liues and 
foꝛtunes to aſſiſt Aus; fo as that by 
the diuine helpe of Alnughtte God,

But during the time or this 1

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Neteſſe, haning to Our great char- 
ges mediated with the Emperour, 
by the meanesof Our Embaſſadour, 
the Loꝛd Digbie, and hauing found 
thole hopes to fayle, which we had 
to pꝛeuaile by treaty, Mee in confi- 
dence of the Aſſiſtance of Dur peo- 
ple, thus freely pꝛomiſed and pꝛote⸗ 
ſted in Parliament, did inſtantty 
ſhoꝛten the time of the Receſle, 
(which We Had befoze appointed to 
continue vntill the eighth day of Fe- 
b:uary, ) and did reaſſemble Pur 
Parliament, the twentieth day of 
Nouember laſt, and made knowen 
vnto themthe true ſtate and neteſſi⸗ 
ty of Dur Childꝛens affay:es, de⸗ 
claring Our reſolution vnto them, 
of taking vpon Us the defence of 
Our Childzens patrimony, by wap 

of Armes, lince we couldnot com- 
paſſe it y an amicable treaty ; and 
thereki rected the fruit of that 
their declaration, whereby K _ 
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inuited onto this courſe: wherein, 


howbeit We are well ſatiſfied of the 
good inclination of the moſt part of 
Our Houſe of Commons,, teſtiſied by 
their ready aſſent to the ſpeedy pap⸗ 
ment of a Subſidie, newly to bee 
granted, pet vpon this occaſionſome 
particular members of that Houſe 
tooke ſuch inoꝛdinate liberty. not on · 
Iy to treat of Our high Pꝛeroga⸗ 
tines, and of ſundzy things , that 
without Our lpectall direction were 
no fit ſubiects tobe treated of in Par- 
tiament; but alſo to ſpeake with leſle 
reſpect of foꝛraigne Pꝛintes, Our 


Allies, then were fit foꝛ any Subiect 


to doe of anopnted Kings, though 
in enmity and hoſtility with Us. 
And when, vpon this occaſion, Mee 
bſed ſome repꝛehenſion towardes 
thoſe miſcarriages, requiring them 
not to pꝛoteede but in ſuch things as 
were within the capacity of that 
Boule, attoꝛding to the continuall cu⸗

ſtome of Our Pꝛedetelloꝛs, then by 
the meanes of lome euil affectedand - 
diſcontented perſons, luch heat and 
diſtemper was rapled in the Houle, 
that albeit themlelues had ſued vn- 
to Us fo2-a Seſſion, and fo2 a gene⸗ 
rall Pardon, vnto both which at 
their earneſt ſuit we aſſented, vet at. 
ter this fire kindled, they retected 
both, and ſetting apart alt buſinefles 
of conſequence & Waight (notwith⸗- 
ſtanding Our admonttion and ear⸗ 
neſt pꝛelſing them to goe on) they 
either late as ſilent, oꝛ ſpent the time 
in diſputing of Pꝛiuiledges, deſcan⸗ 
ting vpon the words and ſyllables 
of Pur Letters +meſſages, which 
foz better cleering of trueth, and la⸗ 
tilfaction of all men, we are about 
to publiſh in Pꝛint, ſo ſoone as poſſi» 
bly Wecan, And although in Qur 
Anlwere to their petition, Mee gaue 
them full aſſurance that wee would 
be as carefull of the — 

eir 
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their Pꝛiuiledges, as of Pur dWwnte 
RoyallÞzerogatine; and in Our ex⸗ 
planation after ſent vnto them by 
Our Letters, waitten to Our De- 
cretary, We told them that Wee ne- 
ner meant to denie them any lawful 
pꝛiuiledges that euer that Houle en- 
toyed in Our pzedeceſſours times; 
and that whatloeuer pꝛiuiledges oꝛ 
liberties they enioyed by any Law 
92 Statute, ſHould euer bee inuiola⸗ 
bly pꝛeſerued by Us; and we hoped 
Our poſterity would imitate Our 
footſteps therein; and whatloener 
pꝛiuiledges they enioped by long cu- 
ſtome, and vncontrolled and lawful 
Pꝛeſidents, We would likewiſe be as 
carefull to pꝛeſerue them, and tran(- 
mit the care therofts Dur poſterity, 
confeſſing Pur ſelues in tuſtice to be 
bound to maintaine them in their 
Rights, and in grace, that We were 
rather minded to increaſe, then in⸗ 
fringe any ot them, ifthey ſhould ſo 

delerue 
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deſerue at Pur hands, which might 
ſatiſfie any reaſonable man, that We 
were karre from violating their pꝛi⸗ 
utledges. And although by Pur 
Letters wzitten to their Speaker, 
Wee aduiled them to pꝛoteede, and 
makethisa Seſſion to the end, that 
Our good & louing ſubiects might 
haue ſome taſte, aſwell of Our grate 
and goodnes towards them, byour 
free pardon and good Lawes to bee 
paſſed, as they had both by the great 
and vnuluall examples of Juſtice 
ſinte this meeting, and the lo many 
eales and tom foꝛts giuen vnto them 
by Pꝛotlamation. And although 
We had giuen oꝛder foꝛ the Pardon 
to goe on, and that in a moꝛe gract- 
ous and liberall manner then hath 
paſſed in many peeres befoze, and 
ſignified Pur willingnefle, that ra- 
ther then time ſhould bee miſſpent, 
they might lay aſide the thought 
of the Subſidie, and goe on with = 
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Act foꝛ continuance of Statutes, 
and the generall Pardon; pet all 
this pꝛeuailed not to ſatiſfie them, 
either foꝛ their pꝛetended Pꝛiuiled⸗ 
ges, oz to perſwade them to pꝛo⸗ 
teed with Bils foꝛ the good of them 
ſelues, and thole that ſent them. But 
as the Seſſion and Pardon were 
by them well deſired at firſt : ſo were 
they as ill reiected at the laſt ; and 
notwithſtanding the ſinteritie of 
Our pꝛoteſtations, not to inuade 
their Pꝛiuiledges; pet by the per- 
ſwaſion of ſach as had beene the 
cauſe of all theſe diſtempers, they 
fall co carne: foz themſeiues, and 
pꝛetending cauſeleſly to bee occafio- 
ned thereunto , in an vnlſeafonable 
houre ofthe day, and a very thinne 
Houſe, contrary to their owne Cu⸗ 
ſtome in all natters of waight,con- 
clude, and enter a pꝛoteſtation fo:

foꝛ future times to innade molt of 
Our inſeparable Rights and Pe- 
rogatiues, annexed to Hur Impe⸗ 
riall Crowne : whereof not onely 
inthe times of other Pur P2ogent- 
to2s, but in the bleſſed Raigne of 
Our late Pꝛedeteſſoꝛ, that renow⸗ 
ned Queene EL Iz ABE TEM, Wee 
found Our Crowne actually poſſel- 
ſed; an vſurpation chat the Maieſty 
ofa King can by no meanes en- 
dure. My all which may appeare, 
that howſoener in the generall pꝛo- 
ceedings of that Houſe, there are 
many footſteps of louing and well 
affected duetie to Us: yet foine ill 
tempered ſpirits haue ſowed tares 
among the toꝛne, and thereby fru⸗- 
ſtrated the hope of that plentifull 
and good harueſt, which might 
haue multiplyed the wealth and 
welfare of this whole land; and by 
their cunningdtuerſionsþaueimpo:; 
fed vpon Us a neceſſitie-of diſcon. 
tinuing 
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tinuing this pꝛeſent Parliament , 
without putting vnto it the name 
oꝛ pꝛriod of a Seſſion. 

And therekoꝛe, whereas the ſaid 
Aſſembly of Parliament was by 
Our Commiſſion adiourned vntil 
the eight day of Febꝛuary ndw next 
enſuing, Wee, nunding not to con- 
tinue the ſame any longer, and ther; 
foꝛe not Holding it fit to cauſe the 
Pꝛelates, Moblemen, and States 
of this Our Kealm, oꝛ the Knights, 
Citiʒens and Burgeſſes of the lame 
Parliament to trauatle thereabout, 
haue thought fit to ſigniſie this Our 
reſolution, with the reaſons there- 
of vnto all Our Subiects, inhabt- 
ting in all parts of this Realine), 
willing and requiring the ſaid Pꝛe⸗ 
lates, Noblemenand States, and 
allo the ſaidKntghts,Cittzens, and 
Wurgeſſes,and all others, to whom 
in this caſe it ſhall appertaine, that 
they foꝛbeare — at the — 
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and place pꝛeſixed by the laid ad- 
iournement, and in ſo doing, they 
are and ſhall bee hereby difcharged 
thereof againſt Us. And Wee doe 
hereby further declare, that the ſaid 
Conuention of Parliament, neither 
is. noꝛ after the tealing and bꝛeaking 
thereof ſhall bee, noz ought to bee 
eſteemed, adiudged, o2 taken co be, 
92 — any Seſſion of Parlia⸗ 
ment. | 
And albeit wee are at this time 
enfo:ced to b:eake off this Connen- 
tion of Parliament: yet Our will 
and deſire is, that all Our ſubiects 
ſhould take notice, foz auopding of 
all finiſter lulpitions and tealouſies, 
that Our intent and fall reſolution 
is, to gouerne Our people in the 
fame manner, as Our Pꝛogenitoꝛs 
and Pꝛedeteſſours, Kings and 
Nueenes of this Realme, of beſt 
gouernment, haueheretofoze done; 
and that wee ſhall be carefull, both 
in 
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in Our owne perſon, and by char⸗ 
ging Our Pꝛiuie Counſell, Our 
Judges, and other Our Miniſters 
in theirſeuerall places reſpectinely, 
to diſtribute true Juſkice and right 
vnto all Our people, and that Wee 
ſhall bee as glad to lay hold of the 
firſt occaſion in due and conuenient 
time, which wee hope ſhall not bee 
long, to Call and Aſſembte Sur 
Parliament, with confidence of the 
true and hearty lone and affection 
of Our ſubiects, as either wee, 02 
any of Our Pꝛogenitoꝛs haue beene 
at any time heretofoꝛe.
